In- a speech at the Mechanics'' In- 
stitute last night Dr. A. S. Eve, Dean 
of the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Research, and chairman of the 
department of i>hyslcs, traced the his; 
tory of radio and told of recent do- 
veiopnients concerning it. Its his- 
tory starts with Faraday,, who dis- 
covered the. principles of induction. 
Clcrk-Maxwcll put this knowledge in- 
to mathematical form; then Hertz 
found that these equations held for 
radio waves. Hie first detector was 
the spark gap. Then came the mag- 
netic detector, used by Rutherford 
and Marconi. The coherer fo'Iowed. 
and lastly came the valve. 

The first really . successful signals 
were sent by Lord (then Ernest) 
Rutherford, who was then a 
professor at McGill. Thsse were sent 
to a speeding train, and were con- 
sidered a great success. Marconi con- 
tinued Rutherford's experiments, arid 
finally succeeded In Bending signals 
across the ocean. The next great' ad- 
vances came during the war. when 
Freyling invented the > Thermionic 
valVBr'and Deforeist' y: added .the grid. 
This made our modgrf^togess Tele- 
phony possliilc. imiiip

- Would Be Temporary ' 
Relief 

Two years ago, tlie .depreiaiou,.from: 
which we are all suffeiring today was 
called, a cra^h— it hit tiie stockbrokers; 
the next year, it was known as^ tlie 
slump— It hit business; now :wé^caû';it 
by that dread word "depression''— arid 
we are all' in it. Tlius Dr. Leacock 
opened his address at the Canadian' 
Women's Club Luncheon in the Mount 
Royal Hotel yesterday. , • 

There are many^ reasons to account 
for the depression; currency, tariffs, 
war debts, and others, these all help, 
said Dr. Leacock, but no one in par- 
ticular is the basis of the depression. 
The basic underlying cause is that 
mankind has acquhred such' extraor- 
dhiary power ^oif; production that we 
have npt Èeen 'aBle to keep up, socially. 
The Teclinooraits, who aro trying to 
revolutionize the world, know all about 
power- and; production, but nbthhig 
about, .social conditions. The speaker 
then 'proposed to abolish the 'depres- 
sion during the course of the after- 
noon: -"and I can do it," he said. . -■ 
Depressions Periodic 

The. world we are . living In today is 
based on the system of private pro- 
perty. This Is an old system, and . the 
only one that has ever successfully 
lived, and 'ever wll' live. There had 
to be a modification of this, system of 
every man for.him^l?; hfRwIC^S'^ 
legislation. :As the i^i^^ÉËgiÉr^^^ 
went on. -machinery "«BwSl^îfçlay 
more: and more; people had -'to speed 
themselves .up to keep up.

; "The latter of the two has been attacked 
time and again for the baleful influence it 
p;, , has exercised on man. Oswald Spehglèr in 
;l V = the reàlnis of philosophy, D. H. Lawrence 
in literature, and now the Te.chnojtratSyfor 
the popular mind, are inveighing agaiiist 
the tyranny of machines and how machines, 
^,hlch man created for his own benefit 
have turned like a, horrible Frankenstein, 
Hnd are destroying him— bbth physically 
and mentally. 

However in. regard to speech, few peo-
